FOUR-LANE BRIDGE SAYS ; 
COMMISSIONER SMITH 


Mayor Carver and H. W. Le- 


Tissier Attend Meeting 
In Gulfport, Tuesday 


“The volume of traffic over U. S. 


Highway 90 warrants a 4-lane bridge 


across the Bay of St. Louis,” Commis- 
sioner John D. Smith told a meeting 
of the Gulfport Lions Club Tuesday 
noon, May 2. “A 4-lane bridge would 
necessitate at least a 100-foot right-of- 
way if parking bays and 
were included in the specifications. 
Without parking bays and sidewalks, 
a 60-foot right-of-way would be suf- 
ficient,” continued Mr. Smith. 

The location of the proposed bridge 
has definitely not been decided upon. 
From an engineering standpoint, sound- 
ings in the Bay of St. Louis must be 


side walks 


made to determine where .the location 
could be, “Another traffic survey,” 
said Mr. Smith, “in addition to the 


one recently made by the State High- 
way Department, will be made by 
private engineers in order that the 
bond buyers can be assured that they 
are making a sound investment when 
the bonds are offered for sale.” 

Mr. Smith spoke at length on the 
Highway Department’s road building 
program. He stated that he was giving 
plain, hard facts and that he would 
make no promises that could not be 
fulfilled. "Frankly and honestly, the 
Highway Department is on a pay-as- 
you-go basis and there will be very 
few State-Aid roads built in the. very 
near future, For that reason,” he con- 
tinued, “the bridge over the Bay of St. 
Louis was a question of being a toll 
bridge or having no new bridge.” There 
are no surplus funds now with which 
to carry on any extensive program and 
if the people want the good roads thet 
they deserve, they must pay for them 
in increased taxes, Commissioner Smith 
concluded. 

Mr. Smith stated that he intended 
meeting with the people of Bay St. 
Louis some time in the very near 
future to fully discuss the proposed 
new highway bridge.

MUST ACCEPT THE PENALTY 


Early this month a man in Pennsylvania was convicted 
of voluntary manslaughter in connection with the killing 
of his blind. cancer-stricken brother, and sentenced to 
serve from three to six years in prison. 

Judge James F. Henninger “took into consideration” | 
the jury's plea of mercy and stated that the defendant ap- 
parently acted through “the dictates of his conscience” 
and thus became “a martyr.” 

The jurist pointed out.however, that as a martyr, the 
man “must accept willingly the punishment that goes with 
the bréaking cf the laws of the state.” This observation 
points a fact that is overlooked by people who want to be 
“martyrs” but without paying any penalty for their infrac- 
tion of the laws established by society. i 

No man, in his right mind, can possibly assert that the! 
statutes of the most civilized countries of the world repre- 
sent the ultimate in wisdom or justice. Nevertheless they 
represent the best that the human race has to offer at 
this time and must serve as a guide to mankind. Conse- 
quently, the violations of the rules of society carry pre- 
scribed penalties and they apply to all the guilty, whether 
they are below or above average intelligence.
